Bowen Proposes |# 
Charter Change . 


A proposal to change the town 
charter to provide for the 
preparation of a five year 
capital improvement program 
by the town manager, has been 
submitted to the town clerk by 
Selectman Richard J. Bowen. 

Bowen said his proposal is to 
provide for the town manager 
preparing a capital improve- 
ment program within a 
specified time period and also 
asks a further change in the 
charter provisions to allow the 
manager time to implemnent 
the first year of the five year 
plan within the annual budget 
presentation. 

The amendment to the 
charter was presented to the 
town clerk this past week and 
compels the board of selectmen 
to conduct a public hearing on 
the matter within a three 
month period. 

A capital improvement 
program for the town has been 
on the agenda of recent 
selectmen’s meetings, but has 
never been discussed, since the 
board has adjourned before get- 
ting to the matter. 

Selectman Bowen has had the 
item placed on the agenda for 
at least the last three meetings.

With the presentation of the 
matter to the town clerk, it now 
becomes a mandatory item for 
the selectmen to consider and 
schedule a public hearing. 

Charter changes go through a 
stipulated procedure. A public 
hearing is followed by presenta- 
tion to a town meeting, then to 
the ballot at the next annual 
town election following the 
town meeting for action by the 
electorate. 

Implementation of a capital 
improvement program would 
follow certain guidelines, ac- 
cording to the charter amend- 
ment proposed by Bowen. 

The town manager would 
prepare the five year plan with 
the assistance of the planning 
board. The selectmen would 
then review the plan and confer 
with the finance committee, 
and hold a public hearing on the 
matter. 

Action on the five year plan 
must be completed a month 
prior to the date for submission 
of the annual budget to the 
selectmen and finance com- 
mittee by the manager.

Postal Officials Won’t 
Reneg On Promise 


A new post office site for Andover is still 
up in the air, but continued customer ser- 
vice in the downtown area remains 
assured by postal officials. 

With Andover selectmen and other local 
officials insisting that any new site 
provide a guarantee of continued stamp, 
parcel post and box service in the central 
business district, the TOWNSMAN this 
week questioned postal officials on how 
solid their guarantee was. 

John Raftes, who handles real estate for 
the postal service in this area, emphasized 
that the selectmen had been given a 
guarantee that there would be customer 
service in the central business district, 
regardless of where the new processing 
plant would be built. 

‘We'll keep our word,’’ Raftes told the 
TOWNSMAN, indicating that a written 


guarantee had been given the selectmen, 
‘tand we'll give it to you in writing if you 
want,’’ the postal official replied in 
response to the question from this office. 

Raftes, noted that each passing day 
results in increased costs of construction 
and development of a new mail processing 
plant, also said that the town did not need 
any assurance from Washington officials, 
stating that George Walker is the district 
manager of the U.S. Postal Service here 
andhe has made the guarantee of a down- 
town facility. 

The postal officials indicated that the 
department would not be paying outlan- 
dish rent for a downtown facility, but add- 
ed he felt confident that a location could 
be found within the economic framework 
provided,

The land had been set aside 
for industrial use but concern 
arose among Andover tax- 
payers over the need for a $2.5 
million sewer line to the area. 
The town voted in 1973 to go 
ahead with the sewer line ex- 
tension and agreement was 
reached with Lawrence to hook 
into its sewer system. Hewlett- 
Packard agreed in turn to help 
with the initial bond interest 
charges. 

Local conservationists then 
launched a campaign to keep 
part of the industrial 
parcel—which was actually 
owned by Arkwright/Boston in- 
Surance company—and that 
question was settled when 
Arkwright agreed to a conser-

With proper care, a fresh 


Christmas tree should last well .

Busy New England harbors 
contaminated by oil slicks may 
soon have an inexpensive, 
ecologically safe means of 
removing the oil. Using a 
chemical spray, the new techni- 
que turns the oil into a lard-like 
gel and then pumps the gel into a 
barge, says Dr. William Ban- 
nister,. associate professor of 
chemistry at the University of 
Lowell. 

Current clean-up methods in- 
clude burning, absorbing the oil 
with straw or covering the slick 
with treated sand which sinks the 
oil to the bottom of the harbor. 
Bannister says his process will 
be less expensive than the other 
techniques because once the oil- 
chemical gel is removed, both 
components can be reused. The 
oil and chemical are easily 
separated by centri-fuging, a 
spinning process that separates 
the heavier oil from the 
chemical. 

In Bannister’s method, which 
has undergone a year of testing 
paid for by the U. S. Navy, two 
vessels equipped with nozzels on 
extended booms, spray the rim of 
the slick. The first vessel sprays 
aliphatic amine, a cheap in- 


Recovery Technique 


amonia. Following closely, the 
second vessel sprays carbonated 
water or a crushed dry ice mix- 
ture that instantly gels the oil- 
chemical solution. Anchored in- 
side the slick, an oil recovery 
skimmer pumps the oii into a 
barge, with the gelled outer ring 
acting as a containment ‘‘boom’’. 

Although stormy weather 
would hinder the technique, ac- 
cording to Dr. Bannister, natural 
wave action actually assists tne 
gel to stiffen into a lard-like con- 
sistency. 

Dr. Bannister says, however, 
his technique is not yet ready for 
commercial use. But the Navy 


may extend its funding for the 
further refinement of the 
technique; the Environmental 
Protection Agency has also 
agreed to fund the work. 

In addition to refining the oil- 
removal method, Dr. Bannister 
coordinated his efforts with 
marine biologist William Curby 
of the Sias Medical Research

African Wildlife Needs Peace Too 


By Polly Bradley 

Rhodesia seems distant and ex- 
otic, and Henry Kissinger’s mis- 
sion there doesn’t seem to affect 
our daily lives, but one measure 
of the importance of peace in 
Afrida is to consider the wildlife 
there. 

What will happen to the 
wildlife of southern Africa if 
Kissinger’s peace attempts fail? 

The enormous herds of wildlife 
no longer roam free in Africa, 
just as the great herds of bison no 
longer thunder across American 
prairies. However, a major 
series of wildlife reguges has 
been created throughout 
southern Africa, stretching from 
Wankie National Park near Vic- 
toria Falls in Rhodesia, down 
through famous Kruger National 
Park and Hluhluwe National

One small sanctuary in 
Rhodesia is Sengwa Game 
Reserve, on the escarpment 
overlooking the Zambezi River. 
Last weekend I had the oppor- 
tunity to discuss Rhodesia’s 
wildlife with Peter and Jane 
Guy, Rhodesian ecologists who 
have been living at Sengwa and 
who came through New England 
on their way to Utah, where they 
Will be studying ecology during 
the coming year. 

The continued protection of 
wildlife in African sanctuaries 
depends basically on the preser- 
vation of peace: if the social 
order should break down com- 
pletely, as it would if full-scale 
racial war broke out in Rhodesia, 
one of the first things to go would 
be the wildlife. 

Without protection, the park 
animals would be defenseless 
against poachers, and given the

famine and chaos that always ac- 
company war, the animals would 
quickly be shot, either for profit 
or for food, 

The nearby nation of Angola, 
where war did break out when 
the Portuguese left without hav- 
ing established a stable black 
government, offers an unfor- 
tunate example of what can 
happen when there is widespread 
social disorder. The giant sable, 
a tall antelope with horns which 
sweep back in a long, graceful 
curve, is a rare species which 
was protected in Angolan sanc- 
tuaries. Sables of the Angolan 
race sometimes have horns 
which reach 64 inches in length, 
and the sight of two males 
fighting with intertangled horns 
is spectacular. When war came, 
the Angolan national park system 
broke down and the giant sable 
was decimated. No one knows ex- 
actly how many giant sable are 
left: there is still not enough 
order in the country for anyone to 
bother counting, or proecting, the

Economy Showing Gains 


The New England economy 
showed small gains in September 
after sharing in the pause that 
marked national economic 
trends in late summer. Gains 
were recorded in manufacturing 
employment, in factory output, 
and were reflected in lower un- 
employment according to figures 
released in the November issue 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Boston’s New England Economic 
Indicators. While the September 
performance of the economy was 
up only slightly from the late 
summer level, it was a substan- 
tial recovery from the year-ago 
levels. 

The New England unemploy- 
ment rate, seasonally adjusted, 
declined in September to 8.0 per- 
cent of the labor force from the 
August rate of 8.1 percent. 
Reductions in unemployment in 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire 
and Rhode Island more than 
offset increases in jobless rates 
in Connecticut, Maine and Ver- 
mont. The region, like the nation, 
continues to experience wide 
variations in the impact of 
joblessness. September un- 
employment rates ranged from 
3.5 percent in New Hampshire - - 
one of the lowest in the nation - - 
to 9.6 percent in Connecticut 
where the durable goods in- 
dustries in particular have not 
shared as fully in the economic 
recovery as have other parts of 
the regiion. 

Caution should continue to be 
exercised in interpreting 
regional unemployment rates 
because of statistical problems 
associated with the techniques 
used in estimating unemploy- 
ment and the size of the labor 
force. Nonetheless, the region 
has made substantial gains over 
the year in reducing unemploy- 
ment. In September of last year 
the region’s unemployment rate 
was 11.2 percent. 

New England nonagricultural 
employment in September rose 
to 4,720,800, seasonally adjusted, 
up 4,100 from the August total, 
and up 85,700 from September 
1975. The month-to-month gain in 
jobs, while small compared with 
some of the earlier months this 
year; * stenrmed *mamly * from 


pa nala turing», getivities,» Fae- 


tory Jobs in the region rose in 


September to 1,337,900, seasonal- 
ly adjusted, up 3,800 from August 
and 52,900 from the correspon- 
ding month of last year. Non- 
durable goods producers in the 
region raised employment levels 
by 4,500 over the month, and 18,- 
000 over the year. Durable goods 
manufacturers reduced job totals 
slightly in September, mainly 
because of a 3,000 job loss in 
Connecticut plants, but still 
provided 34,900 more jobs than a 
year ago. Nonmanufacturing in- 
dustries, which accounted for 
about 70 percent of the job oppor- 
tunities in nonagricultural  in- 
dustries in September, provided 
about 300 of the new employment 
opportunities in that month and 
32,900 of the job gain since 
September 1975. 


The seasonally adjusted 
average workweek of factory 
production workers in the region 
rose to 39.8 hours in September, 
after falling to 39.7 hours in 
August. Nationally the workweek 
declined to 39.6 hours in 
September. The average hours 
worked rose in all of New 
England’s major manufacturing 
production areas, except Hart- 
ford and Stamford, Connecticut. 
However, even in these areas the 
hours worked averaged 40.9 and 
41.0 respectively, well above the 
regional and national average. 


New England manufacturing 
output, on a seasonally adjusted 
basis, rose 1 percentage point in 
September, according to the 
Federal Reserve Bank of 
Boston’s manufacturing produc- 
tion index. The September index 
at 109 percent of the 1967 base 
period was up from 98 percent a 
year ago. Small gains in produc- 
tion in a number of New England 
durable industries were offset by 
a Sharp reduction in the output of 
plants producing transportation 
equipment. In part, this reflects 
the impact of the automobile in- 
dustry strike. Output of non- 
durable goods plants rose slightly 
in August, but was up significant- 
ly from a year ago.

School classes for the coming 
year are to be decided by the 
superintendent’s office by the 
last week in March, with an up- 
date on staffing patterns 
forwarded to the school com- 


mittee by the end of school in 
June. 

A final decision on staffing is 
to be made by the Friday of the 
first full week of school, and no 
classrooms will be interrupted 
afterward because of increased 
or decreased enrollment. 


The procedures also provide 
that each elementary 
classroom will be granted 12 
hours of aide time per week, 
with three hours of aide time 
per week added for each ad- 
ditional four pupils, or sub- 
tracted for each reduction of 
four pupils. 

A discussion on secondary 
school staffing patterns is 
scheduled for Tuesday’s 
meeting at 7:30 p.m. in Stowe 
School.

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The Andover Rock 

Andover’s ‘‘Plymouth Rock,” as passerby called it, is the huge boulder 
placed last weekend in the Central Street-School Street triangle. In about six 
weeks, the “‘new rock will bear a two by three-foot bronze plaque engraved 
with the names of Andover men who died in the Revolutionary War. 

Andover’s Bicentennial Chairman Norma Gammon began a search for the 
Andover Rock and found that not just any one would do. The “winner” was 
found out on Brady Loop, several miles from its final resting place, and Ex- 
cavator George Cairns volunteered to move it. 

The top photo shows the rock being lugged from its nesting place while Mrs.

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An Asset With A Display 
Of Fortitude 


Formal ceremonies accompanied the opening of the Hewlett- 
Packard plant in West Andover this past week, bringing to the town 
and the state a most welcome asset. 

The plant becoming operational marks four years of fortitude on 
the part of Hewlett-Packard, whose intent to be a good industrial 
neighbor has been amply displayed. 

Undoubtedly, any community in the Commonwealth would be 
more than pleased to have H-P, a leader in the electronics field, as 
a tenant. 

But, the firm chose Andover, and its opening this past week, 
following lengthy negotiations with local officials over a myriad of 
issues, indicates that they certainly wanted the Andover address 
for expansion of its operations. 

Four years ago, at a special breakfast meeting in Lawrence, 
area business and civic leaders were informed of the decision of 
Arkwright/Boston Insurance Co., owners of the land, and H-P to 
locate a new plant in the West Andover industrial property. 

There were some problems, of course, but they seemed at the 
time, not too difficult to overcome. 

Major hurdle, of course, was providing a sewer line to the area, 
an item for which Andover ha@ already 2ppropriate# funds, but 
more would be needed at a‘town meeting. 

An agreement would have to be made with Lawrence to enter a 
trunk sewer line. 

At first glance, these items seemed minor and the path for a new 
major industry in the area seemed a smooth one. 

But, things were to happen in the months and years that followed 
that made one wonder if, indeed, Andever wanted industry. 

‘Conservationists pleaded for guarantees of access to their land, 
plus. expressed a desire for a little more buffer zone for their 
already plentiful tax-free holdings in the. area. 

All sorts of guarantees were required by the town from 
Arkwright and H-P, that a building would rise on the site, before 
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with interest costs, thus relieving,to a‘degree, some of the effect © 


» ie 


on the tax rate resulting from a bond issue for utility line construc- 
tion. 

There were often some strained negotiations between Lawrence 
and Andover on the agreement to enter the trunk sewer line, the 
city seeking some help from Andover on a connector road from 
Route 93 to the city’s industrial park. 

At one point there was considerable discussion about a fence 
around the property, local officials expressing concern about the 
aesthetics of such a barrier, obviously with little concern about the 
company’s intent of providing security for its holdings. 

Selectmen, from time to time, awaited official confirmation of 
decisions from corporate headquarters in California, rather than 
relying on those in charge of the operation here in Massachusetts. 

At some point over the four year period, we trust it would have 
been most easy for Hewlett-Packard to have decided to do away 
with such. aggravations and move their plans elsewhere. 

From their proposed site, nestled on the banks of the Merrimack, 
officials could easily spot the rolling hills of New Hampshire, to 
where many a Massachusetts based industry has fled in recent 
years. : : 

Instead, they decided to stick with, werk with local officials, and 
build on the West Andover site. Too, they hold to their plans to ex- 
pand their operations at the former Shattuck farm property in 
future years.

‘ O'Neill is expected to be elected 


the next Speaker of the House. 
And those who know him agree 
he'll be harder to get along with 
than retiring Speaker Carl 
Albert. 

It's the same story on the 
Senate side. The two top candi- 
dates for Senate Democratic 
Leader are Robert Byrd, D.- 
W.Va. and Hubert Humphrey, 
D.-Minn. Neither senator is likely 
to let Carter tell him what to do. 
Humphrey has told friends, for 
example, that he has his own 
views -- which don't entirely 
coincide with Carter's. 


The president-elect, mean- 
while, has promised to appoint 
women to important posts in his 
administration, and the women 
intend to hold him to his word. 

Recently, the Congressional 
Clearinghouse on Women’s 
Rights met with 55 top women 
leaders. The group will establish 
a special monitoring system to 
watch Carter’s appointments. 

Many women leaders are 
suspicious of Carter. They have a 
detailed list of all the promises 
he made to women during the 
campaign. And they intend to 
see that he keeps them. 

Middle East Mystery: One 
of the mysteries of foreign 
affairs is how the shah of Iran is 
able to manipulate the United 
States. It has become the watch- 
word in Washington that 
whatever the shah wants, the 
shah gets. 

The shah wanted to transform 
Iran into a modern military 
power. The United States im- 
mediately began shipping mili- 
tary equipment to Iran faster 
than the shah’s armed forces 
could assimilate them. 

For five years, sophisticated

weapons have been pouring into 
Iran at the rate of $2 billion 
worth a year. Three months ago, 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger discussed another $10 
billion arms pact with the shah. 

Government auditors, accord- 
ing to a secret report, have com- 


plained that we have sent so. 


many military advisors to Iran 
that technical skills are in “cri- 
tically short supply in U.S. mili- 
tary units.” 

The shah also wanted to crack 


down on Iranian dissidents who | 


embarrass him here in the 
United States. So our Central In- 
telligence Agency arranged for 
the shah’s secret police to oper- 
ate with impunity in this country. 

There is evidence that the 
shah’s agents violate our laws. 
We have obtained secret papers 
from their files. One, for exam- 
ple, contains instructions on 
copying keys for illegal break- 
ins. 

In return, the CIA is permitted 
to operate in Iran. The CIA is so 
close to the shah, according to 
our sources, that he has actually 
paid for CIA projects out of the 
Iranian treasury when the CIA’s 
own budget has run dry. 

The shah also wanted higher 
prices for his oil. In fact, none of 
the oil-producing countries 
clamored louder for higher 
prices than did Iran. The United 
States could have silenced the 
shah merely by shutting off his 
military supplies. But no one in 
Washington would talk back to 
the shah. 

Meanwhile, the love affair be- 
tween the shah and Washington 
officials continues. Kissinger and 
the shah exchange frequent

Home for the Holidays: As 


‘ many as 200 American prisoners 


may soon be released from their 
Mexican jails. 

This has nothing to do with the 
prisoner exchange program that 
has been reported in the press. 
The plan is to exchange Ameri- 
cans in Mexican jails for Mex- 
icans in US. jails. The agree- 
ment has to be ratified, however, 
by the Mexican legislature and 
the U.S. Congress. This will take 


‘ some time. 


But meanwhile, the Mexicans 


-are considering a parole pro- 


gram. This would authorize the 
release of drug offenders who 
have completed three-fifths of 
their sentences. It would affect 
approximately 200 of the 600 
Americans now stuck in Mex- 
ican jails. 

The Mexican legislature is still 
considering the parole program. 
But it has the strong backing of 
Mexican President Luis 
Echeverria, who will complete 
his six-year term in a few weeks. 
Our sources expect him to push 
through the parole program 
before he leaves office. 

So a couple hundred Ameri- 
cans, who don't expect it, may be 
home in time for Christmas.

The post office department and the town 
have been at odds on a new postal facility 
site for over a year. 

Originally the postal service had an op- 
tion on property owned by Sidney P. White 
on Andover street, which, incidently 
remains a prime site, despite the dropping 
of the option last spring. 

Considerable opposition was presented 
to the site by citizens and officials alike, 
with the postal service asking the town to 
provide alternate locations. 

Several downtown sites have been 
presented and rejected as being either 
economically not feasible, or not available 
at this time. 

Currently the only active site under con- 
sideration by the postal service is one at 
Stevens and Main streets, near an old 
railroad trestle. The town is not too pleas- 
ed with this alternative either, along with 
the Dale street acreage, also proposed by 
the postal service several months ago. 

At their most recent meeting on the post 
office matter, the selectmen reiterated 
their stand that any new location must 
provide for a downtown customer facility. 
Selectman Alan F. French also has asked 
the postal service to consider waiting a 
while longer, based on the possibility of a 
downtown location possibly coming on the 
scene later. 

As for the present post office building on 
Main street, the department will place it 
up for sale according to a government 
schedule of priorities, which could allow 
its purchase by the town. 

Raftes explained that when the time 
comes to dispose of the present facility it 
will be offered to the federal government, 
the state, the town then private interests,

Ten months of drilling and 
geologic studies conducted by the 
Narragansett Basin Coal Ex- 
ploration Project have revealed 
‘‘a significant source of low sul- 
fur coal in southeastern 
Massachusetts and eastern 
Rhode Island,’ according to 
Project Director Professor 
James Skehan, S.J. 

“The initial results have been 
so encouraging,’’ Skehan said, 
“that we plan to proceed with 
further drilling exploration and 
analysis.” 

Skehan made his remarks to- 
day at a gatheirng of leaders 
from government, business and 
the research community at a 
drilling site at New England 
Power Company’s Brayton Point 
Generating Plant in Somerset, 
Massachusetts, where Phase II 
of the exploration project was in- 
augurated. 

The Brayton Point location is 
symbolic in that there are coal 
deposits on the site of New 
England’s largest fossil-fired 
generating plant — a plant that 
has the capability to burn coal. In

Discussed 


Recently, the Consumer 
Education classes of the 
Business Department at Andover 
High School had the opportunity 
to listen to three speakers in 
various fields. 

Bruce Westaway from the An- 
dover Savings Bank spoke on 
banking services and money 
alternatives.

Power Company and its affiliate, 
Massachusetts Electric Com- 
pany, were the first to contribute 
to the project through a grant of 
$40,000 to help get the ex- 
ploratory drilling started. 
Father Skehan who heads the 
Weston Observatory detailed the 
results of Phase I of the project 
and announced plans to seek ad- 
ditional funding so that further 
exploration and analysis could be 
continued under Phase II. 
Skehan said the quality of the 
coal in the Narragansett Basin is 
better than anticipated when the 


on the basis of four test holes. 

Seams of coal up to twenty-five 
feet thick have been found in the 
Bristol test holes and semas up to 
eighteen feet thick have been 
found in Mansfield. 

Analyses of drilling samples 
from Portsmouth, Rhode Island, 
show the presence of semi- 
anthracite, low sulfur coal with a 
high BTU content. According to 
Father Skehan, the presence of 
this type of relatively high 
volatile coal in the southern half 
of the basin suggests that a low- 


may possibly be present in the 
Massachusetts part of the basin. 

Also participating in the con- 
ference were Joseph Sinnott, 
Massachusetts State Geologist, 
Henry Lee, director of the 
Massachusetts Energy Policy Of- 
fice and Thomas Fitzpatrick, 
senior energy advisor of the New 
England Regional Commission. 

The briefing was sponsored by 
Massachusetts Electric Com- 
pany, the Massachusetts Science 
and Technology Foundation and 
the Associated Industries of 
Massachusetts.

project began. ‘‘Additional ex- 
ploration and analysis is definite- 
ly warranted,’’ he stressed, ‘‘in 
order to bring the project to the 
point where the Federal Govern- 
ment is prepared to support the 
development of this natural 
resource for eventual commer- 
cial use.”’ 

William J. Cadigan, president 
of Massachusetts Electric, who 
represented both the electric 
company and New England 
Power Company discussed the 
importance of a native energy 
source in Massachusetts and 
New England. ‘‘We recognize,” 
he said, ‘‘that if the coal in the 
Narragansett Basin proves to be 
mineable and useable, the New 
England region will be establish- 
ed in a much more positive posi- 
tion relative to its energy re- 
quirements.” 

Lt. Governor Thomas P. 
O’Neill, III, also participated in 
the conference. O’Neill praised 
the efforts to date and urged 
‘“‘pnast and potential supporters to 
get behind this promising project 
in the coming year.” O'Neill also 
urged the Federal Energy 
Research and Development Ad- 
ministration (ERDA) to 
acknowledge the Narragansett 
Basin as a potential resource and 
assist in efforts to develop it. 

The significance’ of 
Narragansett Basin coal for New 
England was also highlighted by 
Robert Chadbourne, president of 
the Associated Industries of 
Massachusetts (AIM). AIM has 
helped to raise the funds from 
private industry to make the 
project possible. Chadbourne 
promised that AIM would con- 
tinue to work for the cintinuation 
of the project and urged the 
government especially the 
Federal Government to ‘‘help us 
help ourselves to greater energy 
self-sufficiency. 

According to Father Skehan, 
‘conservative estimates of com- 
bined measured and inferred coal 
reserves, as defined by the U.S. 
Geological Survey, suggest the 
presence of nine million tons of 
coal on the basis of two holes 
drilled in Bristol, Rhode Island, 
and sixty million tons in the

manager with the opportunity 
to implement provisions of the 
first year of the five year 
program within the framework 
of the annual fiscal budget 
presentation. 

Bowen said that his proposal 
is meant to update the charter 
and to provide for proper fiscal 
planning. 

The selectman said that the 
proposal provides for defined 
roles for the manager, the plan- 
ning board and the finance com- 
mittee. 

Bowen feels that proper 
financial planning is essential 
to the proper conduct of 
municipal business and ad- 
vance planning of this type can 
be assured through a change in 
the charter. 

He feels the townspeople 
should be aware of what is 
ahead in the way of municipal 
costs and problems, and the 
only way to assure such is to 
mandate it be charter 
provisions. 

I’m convinced that this is a 
critical issue, necessary to the 
proper municipal planning 
process. The only way to assure 
that it will be done is by an 
amendment to the charter, 
which I have filed,” Bowen 
Said. 

Implementing a charter 
change is a lengthy process, go- 
ing to town meeting, general 
election route. 

Based on the timetable for 
such change as established by 
the town manager charter, the 
earliest the voters would have
